Be it enacted by the People of the State of |Illinois,

represented in the General Assenbly:

Section 5. The School Code is anended by changing
Section 30-13.

(105 ILCS 5/30-13) (from Ch. 122, par. 30-13)

Sec. 30-13. The Al schol arships issued wunder Sections
30-9 through 30-12 of this Article my be wused at the
University of Illinois, Southern Illinois University, Chicago
State University, Eastern 1Illinois University, Governors
State University, Illinois State University, Northeastern
I11inois Uni versity, Northern 1Illinois University, and
Western Illinois University as provided in those sections.
Unl ess ot herw se indicated, these schol arshi ps shall be good
for a period of not nore than 4 years while enrolled for
residence credit and shall exenpt the holder fromthe paynent
of tuition, or any matricul ation, graduation, activity, term
or incidental fee, except any portion of a nultipurpose fee
which is wused for a purpose for which exenption is not
granted under this Section. Exenption shall not be granted
from any other fees, including book rental, service,
| aboratory, supply, wunion building, hospital and nedical
i nsurance fees and any fees established for the operation and
mai nt enance of buildings, the inconme of which is pledged to
the paynent of interest and principal on bonds issued by the
governi ng board of any university or community coll ege.

Any st udent who has been or shall be awarded a
schol arship shall be reinbursed by the appropriate university
or community college for any fees which he has paid and for
whi ch exenption is granted under this Section, if application

for such reinbursenent is made within 2 nonths foll ow ng the
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school termfor which the fees were paid.

The hol der of a scholarship shall be subject to al
exam nations, rules and requirenents of the university or
community college in which he is enrolled except as herein
di r ect ed.

This article does not prohibit the Board of Trustees of
the University of Illinois, the Board of Trustees of Southern
I[1linois University, the Board of Regents of the Regency
Universities System and the Board of Governors of State
Col | eges and Universities for the institutions wunder their
respective jurisdictions fromgranting other schol arshi ps.
